Chapter 1: Leadership
Section 1-109: Commission on Technology

A. General Purpose. The Commissonon Technology (COT) isestablished asastanding committee of
the Arizona Judicid Council. The Commission on Technology shal:

Egtablish the gods, policies and priorities for the statewide judicia information technology plan.

Determine the dlocation of avalable judicid enhancement collection funds and traffic case
processing fundsfor automation grant requests and projects cons stent with the direction, sandards
and priorities of the judicid draegic busness and information technology plans. The Arizona
Judicid Council shall determine the amount of these funds which are available for this purpose.

Oversee the satewide judicid department data communications network, including establishing
Security standards and procedures.

Develop and submit for gpprova statewide technical standards to be used in dl court automation
projects, including security, disaster recovery and communication standards.

Overseethe sdlection, development and support of state- ponsored automation systems supported
by the adminidrative office.

Encourage projects which use technology to increase accessihility to the courts, improve court
efficiency and improve court management.

Review and approve supreme court, court of appeals and county-wide court information
technology srategic plans for consstency with the judiciary:s strategic business and information
technology plans and with agpplicable adminigtrative orders and rules adopted by the court.

Review and approve or disapprove court technology projects that exceed a cost of $250,000.
COT may establish the policies and procedures for the submisson of project plans.

Monitor the progress of al court automation projects pursuant to county-wide court information
technology plans.



B. Membership. COT iscomposed of representatives from each of the following:

The court of gppeds,

The superior court;

Limited jurisdiction courts;

The State Bar of Arizona;

The public;

The clerks of superior court;

The adminidrative office;

One member selected from recommendations submitted by the governor;

One member selected from recommendations submitted by the legidature (aternating between the
president of the senate and the speaker of the house);

10. One member selected from recommendations submitted by the County Supervisors Associetion;

11. One member selected from recommendations submitted by the League of Citiesand Towns, and

12. Other members as may be gppointed at the discretion of the chief justice.

C. Terms of Members. The chief justice shdl gopoint members for terms of varying lengths to
encourage continuity and may regppoint members for successve terms.

D. Responsbilitiesof Members. Membersshdl attend and actively participatein COT meetings, assst
with the adminigtration of COT affairs and serve on COT advisory committees as necessary.

E. Organization.

The chief justice shal gppoint COT leadership, including a chair, as needed to organize COT
affairs.

The chair may appoint advisory committeesto help COT carry out its responsihilities.



3. Standing advisory committees include:
a. Court Automation Coordinating Committee (CACC)

1. Purpose. The Court Automation Coordinating Committee coordinates the enhancements,
planning and implementation of automation intria courts. Further, it recommendsto COT
policy and direction related to statewide trid court automation. It also coordinates with
other automation committees, as appropriate, regarding recommendationsfor thesdection
of gppropriate statewide court automation solutions and the alocation of avallable
resources.

2. Membership. This committee includes representatives from Arizona courts and other
organizations as the COT chair may appoint.

3. Organization. The COT chair may gppoint the chair or direct membersto elect the chair
from among the membership. The CACC chair serves a one-year term and may be
reappointed or redlected for successive terms. The CACC chair may create advisory
subcommittees and workgroups as heeded to help carry out the CACC=sresponsihilities.

b. Technicd Advisory Council (TAC)

1. Purpose. The Technica Advisory Council responds to COT requests to recommend
gpecific stlandards and technologies to carry out state-wide policiesand priorities. It may
a0 be requested to review technical agpects of automation plans and grant requests and
make recommendations regarding technical standards and approaches.

2. Membership. The Information Technology Divison Director of the adminidrative office
serves as chair. The COT chair gppoints representatives from information technology
departments or other organizations supporting court automation.

3. Organization. The TAC chair may create advisory subcommittees and workgroups as
needed to help carry out the TAC:=s responsihilities.

c. Probation Automation Coordinating Committee (PACC)

1. Purpose. The Probation Automation Coordinating Committee coordinates the planning,
development and implementation of Statewide probation systems. Further, it recommends
to COT policy and direction rlated to statewide automation for adult and juvenile
probation, and juvenile dependency and detention. 1t aso coordinateswith the Committee
on Probation and related automation committees, as appropriate, regarding



recommendations for the sdection of appropriate statewide probation, detention and
dependency case automation solutions and the dlocation of available resources.

2. Membership. Thiscommitteeincludes representativesfrom courts, probation departments
or associated organizations as COT chair may appoint.

3. Organization. The COT chair may gppoint the chair or direct members to eect the chair
from among the membership. The PACC chair will serve a one-year term and may be
regppointed or redected for successve terms. The char may create advisory
subcommittees and workgroups as needed to help carry out the PACC-sresponsibilities

F. Meetings. COT shdl meet no less than twice ayear. Additional meetings may be cdled at the
discretion of the chair. All meetings shdl be noticed and open to the public.

G. Actions. COT shdl adopt rulesfor conducting COT business. Theserulesshdl prescribethe quorum
and mgority needed to congtitute COT actions.

H. Staff. Under thedirection of the chief justice, the adminigrative office shdl provide gaff for COT and
may conduct or coordinate research as recommended by COT.
